Maintenance of way employés on the Chi- 
cago terminals of six railroads struck at 
6 o'clock, following the refusal of the rail- 
road general managers’ association to grant 
demands for higher wages and a standard- 
ization of the wage scales. 


Brickmakers Go Out. 

Strikes were called of brickmakersin yards 
from Evanston to Blue Island and Chicago 
Heights, machinists employed by the Otls 
Elevator company, and a force of electricians 
and machinery movers in sympathy with the 
machinists. The building trades workers are 
on strike as a result of the jurisdictional fight 
carried on by the United Association of 
Plumbers against the International Associ- 
ation of Steamfitters. 

In addition, the strike of machinists against 
the Otis company threatens to involve fully 
10,000 machinists, patternmakers, ironmold- 
ers, and other members of the meta! trades 
department of the American Federation of 
Labor in all parts of the country. A force 
of 10,000 freight handlers, who are demand- 
ing higher wages and recognition of the union, 
also threatens to strike unless their demands 
are granted. Officiale of the union during the 
day appealed to Charlies P. Neill, United 
States commissioner of labor, for mediation 
and arbitration under the Erdman law.

Paul. The strikers include block signal re- 
pairmen, track walkers, carpenters, painters, 
tinners, lamp men, section laborers and fore- 
men, bridge and buflding laborers and fore- 
meh, and water supply mechanics. 

The territory affected includes Hammond. 
Gary, East Chicago, Indiana Harbor, Blue

The strike leaders instructed all foremen 
to lock up all sheds and tool buildings and 
turn over the keys to superior officers, taking 
a receipt for the keys. Pickets will be placed 
this morning at all terminals and efforts will 
be made to prevent nonunion men from tak- 
ing the places ofthe strikers.

„Mine is a court of sorrow,“ he began, 
“into which come grim visaged woe asd 
misery unspekkable; where drunkenness, 
poverty, and ignorance walk hand in hand 
with brutality, starvation and immorality. 
And back of many of these pitiful cases is 
a childhood that might have been full of 
promise if the growing boy or girl had been 
guided right instead of allowed to go wrong 
along the lines of least resistance. 


„Kids“ Are Most Important. 

“T am just as sure that the kids’ of Chi- 
cage are the real backbone and stamina of 
this wonderful city’s growth and life as I 
am that Pandora’s box loosed all the evils 
which we are now endeavoring to overcome 
and destroy. The kid of the mansion as well 
as the kid of the shack, boy or girl, is de- 
serving of all the brain power and physical 
energy at our command, for it is in reaching 
him or her and providing proper training and 
wholesome environment that we reach the 
very cause of greatness or lowness, success 
or failure. 

„ believe in what we gently call moral 
suasion in the early stages of disobedience 
among children. After that, however, I am 
a firm advocate in the vigorous application 
of the family bed slat.

Home Is Best School. 

„% My reason is that the boys and girls are 
the men and women almost before we know 
it.

“May Day” in Chicago Marked 
by Drop in Temperature 
to Near Freezing. — 


LAKE BOATS DRIVEN BACK 


Chicago shivered yesterday in the coldest 
May 1 for several years. The temperature 
at m.unight was but 4 degrees above freez- 
ing. This recalled the spring blizzard of 
April 23, 1910, which did great damage to 
flowers, shrubbery, and smal! fruits and ber- 
ries around Chicago and along the Missis- 
Appl valley. 

Rain and high winds added to the discom- 
fort of those who were moving their house- 
hold goods or were forced to be out of doors 
about the city. The wind was so violent that 
Lake Michigan was lashed into a fury and 
navigation was practically tied up. 

More than a dozen big steamers which set 
out from Chicago, South Chicago, and Gary 
were forced to abandon their attempt to 
beat down the lake and seek shelter behind 
the outer breakwater. 


Boats Which Put Back. 

The boats which were unable to continue 
after starting out were the following: 

The barge Samuel Mather, bound for Es- 
oa naba: City of Benton Harbor, bound for 
St. Joseph and Benton Harbor; Flora M. Hin. 
bound for Benton Harbor; Griffin, from Gary, 
light, bound for Lake Superior; Jessie Spar- 
ling, bound for northern lumber ports; Le- 
high, Chieftain, Petoskey, bound for South 
Haven; Joliet. from South Chicago. 

Several of these boats were out as long 
as ten hours. They kept straggiing into 
port throughout the day. Most of them, if 
not all, will leave early this morning .on 
their lake journeys. 


Puritan Makes Holland Trip. 

The Puritan, a passenger steamer bound for 
Holland, Mich., was the only one that left 
Chicago and did not come back. The Puritan 
left at 8 o'clock last night and at an early 
hour this morning hed not been heard from.

Hunts Criminals Thirty Years.

La Follette Asks That Ques- 
tion Be Referred to New. 
Members of Senate. 


AID FOR DIRECT VOTE. 


Borah Gets Favorable Report 
Upon Plan by Members of 
One Committee, 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., May 1.—{Special.]—The 
senate today took up for consideration two 
questions of great importance to the people 
of the whole country. They are 

The La Follette resolution, calling for 
a reinvestigation of the Lorimér case by a 
Special committee of new senators. 

The Borah resolution to amend the fed- 
eral constitution so as to provide for the 
election of United States senators by a 
direct vote of the people. 

The La Follette resolution was brought to 
the attention of the senate by its author—the 
Wisconsin senator. Following the tactics of 
delay they observed during the last con- 
gress, the Lorimerites had planned to let this 
resolution lie upon the table without refer- 
ence to any committee. Mr. La Follette, in 
order to insure speedy action, requested that 
the resolution be sent to the committee on 
the audit and contro! of contingent expenses 
of the senate. As this is the committee to 
which such measures naturally go, no objec- 
tion could be raised. 


Will Decide Course Today. 
There will be a meeting of this committee 


tomorrow, at which the resolution will be 


considered. Whether an attempt will be 
made to retain it in the committee has not 
developed, but it is the expectation of Sena- 
tor Dillingham, who is chairman of the new 
committee on privileges and elections, and 
who also is a member of the contingent ex- 
penses committee, that the former body wii: 
conduct the reinvestigation if any be made. 
Senator Bristow of Kansas and Senator 
Clarke of Arkansas are members of the con- 
tingent expense committee, and it is certain 
that they will not countenance any undue 
delay. Should there be a failure to make an 
early report, it is always within the power 
of any senator to move the discharge of a 
committee from the ‘consideration of a reso- 
This will mean a vote by the senate, 
What is likely to happen will be that the 
contingent expenses committee will report a 
resolution, which then, if the Lorimerites 
can compass it, will go to the privileges anc 
elections committee, which will make an in 
quiry.through a subcommittee. 


Borah Hastens His Measure. 

Senator Borah of Idaho, father of the reso- 
lution for the direct election of senators, hes 
lost no time in getting that measure before 
tne senate. At a meeting of the judiciary 
committee he moved that his resolution, 
which was passed some day ago by the house 
of representatives, - be reported favorably to 
the senate. 

Prior to this action Senator Sutherland pro- 
posed his amendment, retaining within the 
power of the federal government the time, 
place, and manner of holding senatorial elec- 
tions. This amendment is opposed by south- 
ern Democrats, who fear that if it be adopted 


the federal government wil] interfere with 


tae state control of the negro vote. It was 
this amendment which undoubtedly prevent- 
ed the passage of the constitutional proposal 
by the necessary two-thirds vote. 

The Sutherland amendment was voted 
deun by a six to five vote, but it will be 
brought up again in the senate. 


Lineup on Borah Proposal. 

A vote then was taken by the committee 
upon the Borah motion favorably te report 
his resolution. Seven senators voted in favor 
of it, and five against it, as follows: 

For a favorable report—Borah of Idaho, 
Cummins of Iowa, Brown of Nebraska, Bacon 
cf Gergia, Culberson of Texas, Chilton of 
West Virginia, and Overman of North Caro- 
lina, 

Against a favorable report—Clark of Wyo- 
ming, Dillingham of Vermont, Brandegee of 
Ccnnecticut, Root of New York, and Suther- 
land of Utah,

Heyburn to Fight Action. 

Senator Heyburn of Idaho, who is a bitter 
foe of direct elections, in spite of the instruc- 
tion of the legislature of his state, protested 
axainst the action of the committee, claiming 
it was irregular. Should he move to recom- 
mit, as he threatens, undoubtedly he will be 
voted down. 

Senator Borah expects there will be con- 
siderable debate before a vote is taken upon 
his resolution. In spite of the exhaustive 
discussion of this subject last winter, Hey- 
burn and others who are oppased to a change 
in the manner of senatorial élections will 
iraugurate a filibuster. 
much success at this game, however, since 
®orah undoubtedly will move to make direct 
elections unfinished business. This will mean 
that if no senator is ready to proceed with a 
speech a vote can be demande d. 

if the Sutherland amendment be acopted it 
will be by no means certain that the reform 
will be enacted by this congress. Only a 
majority of votes cast js required to amend 
the resolution and a two-thirds vote is neces- 
ry for its passage. The senate. as at pres- 
ent constituted, has forty-nihe senators who 
rave voted for, and twenty-three who have 
vated against the reform in the last session. 
It will be the new senators, consequently, 
who will decide the fate of the resolution.

GRAFT INVOLVES 


49 LEGISLATORS? 


Half of Ohio Senate and Many 
House Members Said to 
Have Been Trapped. 


GRAND JURY ACTS TODAY. 


Assembly Inquiry Will Not Be 
Held, as It Gives Chance 
for Immunity. 


Columbus, O., May 1.— [Special. The Ohio 
legislature is threatened with what may be 
the greatest bribery exposé, in regard to the 
number of persons involved, that ever came 
to light. The matter reached a crisis with 
the arrest on Saturday night of three men 
who were charged with having attempted to 
bribe members of both §ouses. It now de- 
velops that these men were detectives em- 
ployed to expose graft. 

The men came here from the | agency 
in Chicago. Today it was reported that they 
hed obtained evidence which will lead to 
the filing of charges of accepting bribes 
against nineteen of the thirty-four members 
of the senate and against thirty of the 117 
members of the house. 

The proof is in the form of stenographic 
records of conversations bet ween the detec- 
tives and members of the legislature. The 
stenographer was hidden in the adjoining 
room, but had hidden dictaphone apparatus, 
which.carried ever word said to him. In this 
way, it is claimed, the words of the legis- 
lators will be produced in court. 

Business Mén Force Search: 

Ohio business men, disgusted at frequent 
demands for money by certain legislators, are 
responsible for the investigation. They say 
it is impossible to get legislation without a 
resort to bribery. It even wae declared in 
committee hearings a month ago that it was 
impossible to get honest bills through. 

The case will be taken up by the Franklin 
county grand jury tomerrow. There have 
been summoned to appear before that body a 
large number of state officials, legislators, 
state house attachés, detectives, and news- 
paper men. It is likely that one phate of 
the investigation will concern the liquor bills, 
of which: there have been several introduced 
this sessigh.. Attorney General Hogan will 
conduct, the inquiry. 

There will be no legislative inquiry into the 
case until the grand jury has acted. An at- 
tempt to start such action was checked today 
by Gov. Harmon and other state officials be- 
cause such inquiry would mean that bribers 
could avoid criminal prosecution in the 
courts through an immunity bath which the 
legislative committee could give. 

At a conference today between Speaker 
Vining of the house and the detectives, he 
was told that one member had told them 
he could be bought for $1,000. The speaker 
became furlous at the story. 


Tells How Machine Worked. 

It was Representative Nye of Pike county 
who caused the arrest of the detectives. 

We have stenographic copics of every 
word that passed between us and Representa- 
tive Nye and the other men involved in this 
matter, said one of the detectives today. 
The evidence was obtained by means of 
a dictaphonée. The dictaphone consists of 
a number of sensitive disks so constructed 
that the sounds spoken in a room can be car- 
ried forty or fifty feet by means of wires 
connected with an electric battery. 

I met Dr. Nye is one room. In the next 
room was a stenographer. A door connected 
the two rooms. The dictaphone was under a 
couch, the wires running into the next room, 
where the stenographer sat with a telephone 
receiving arrangement on his head. When- 
ever Nye, or any one else whose conversa- 
tion I wanted recorded entered the room, my 
tip to the stenographer was the usual stereo- 
typed greeting, extended unusually loud 
He then would note down every word 
spoken.“ ,

NEW POWER FOR SOUTH PARKS 


Drainage Board Gets Contract 
After Three Years’ Fight. 


CREDIT GIVEN TO PAYNE. 


Packers Are Asked to Remove Sedi- 
ment from Bubbly Creek. 


Henceforth the sanitary district of Chicago 
will furnish electrical current for the south 
park commission. After three years of ne- 
gotiation between the sanitary trustees and 
the park ‘commissioners, the electrical de- 
velopment committee of the former body 
yesterday approved a contract submitted by 
the park authorities. The contract is assured 
of approval when it is presented to the Sam- 
tary trustees at their meeting on Thursday. 


Light Whole Park System. 

With this contract in force the sanitary 
@istrict will furnish electrical current for 
the entire park system of Chicago. The 
move is regarded as most important in the 
campaign of the drainage trustees to fur- 
nish the maximum power that can be gen- 
erated at the big Lockport plant to municipal 
inetitutions at the lowest cost. The present 
contract provides for furnishing current for 
three-fourths of a cent per kilowatt hour. 
The contract, which will run for five yeara 
goes into effect June 26. 

Heretofore the south park eystem has been 
furnished current by the Commonwealth- 
Edison company. Members of the sanitary 
board declare that the opposition of former 
President Henry G., Foreman prevented the 
entering into of a contract two or three years 
ago. They ascribe the present contract 
largely to the influence and attitude of Presi- 
dent John Barton Payne. 


Want Packers to Dredge. 

A threat to invoke the power of the federal 
government to force the packing houses to 
clean out sediment which, it is alleged, their 
plants have deposited in “ Bubbly creek,” 
was made by members of the enginecrisg 
committee of the sanitary district at a con- 
ference with representatives of the pack- 
ers during the dey. After an expert investi- 
gation of conditions, the sanitary district 
holds that the packing houses have deposited 
refuse which will cost $28,000 to dredge out. 

“We are prepared to ask ald of the state 
and federal governments, declared Trustee 
Thomas M. Sullivan. ‘“ The government al- 
lows us to run water through this channel, 
but we must keep ita clear stream. If we do 
not do our duty the government will estop 
us from using the streams at all“ 

Other trustees expressed similar opinions.

In the panic 
there have been few attempts to bury the 
dead and stench from the decomposed bodies 
fills the air. 

Before falling back from Canton the rebels 
fought the troops from street to street. many 
persons being killed. They attacked the 
provisiona) arsenal and, being repulsed, gath- 
ered in an immense rice sture, which they 
barricaded with bags of rice. From the 
bullding they threw bombs into the attacking 
troops end were only dislodged when the 
building was set afire. Many of the revolters 
escaped, but thirty or more died in the flames. 

While the fighting was progressing in the 
streets Chinese gunboats patrolling the West 
river fired into several parties of rebels, 
slaughtering 200 of them. 


Shops Looted by Brigands. 

Retreating to the countryside, the revolu- 
tionartes attached and captured Sam-Shul, 
thirty miles west of Canton, and murdered 
the prefect. Then they moved on to Wen- 
Chow and Woo-Chew, both of which towns 
they took after slight resistance. Luk’'s 
brigands, following in their wake, looted the 
shops of the three towns. 

Shulhung, on the West river, has fallen be- 

fore the revolutionaries, who murdered the 
prefect. 
The brigand chief, Luk, led personally a 
force which seized the market at Chunglok. 
twenty miles north of Canton. Then he fell 
upon Fatshan, a town fifteen miles southwest 
of the capital of the province. He destroyed 
the palace of the assistant magistrate and 
then turned the town over to his followers to 
be looted. 


MISSIONS IN THE PROVINCE. 
In that part of the province of Kwangtung 
which lies west of the longitude of Hong- 
kong, but not including the island of Hainan, 
there are thirteen stations where American 
tiissionaries are.résident. At some of these 
there are British or German missionaries 
also, and other stations in addition to the 
thirteen are occupied only by British or Ger- 
man missionaries. 

Canton is by far the strongest station, ten 
American organizations being represented 
there. The other stations are Fatshan, 
Kongmun, Lienchow, Lotingchou, Macao, 
Pakhol, Sheklung, Shiushing, Suilam, Tan- 
hing, Yooughong, and Yingtak. 

The American sdcieties, given in the order 
of the strength of their mission forces, are: 
Presbyterian, headquarters at New York 
City; Southern Baptist, Richmond, Va.; 
United Brethren ip Christ, Dayton, O.; Chris- 
tian college, interdenominational, New York 
City; Seventh Day Adventist, Washington, 
D. C.; Congregational, Boston, Mass. There
